Jefferson county s 
rielded a tax of $7,500 last year. 
Dorsey has a flock of about 250 
sheep, some of them being imported 
animals. After a good deal of inves- 
tigation and watching was ascer- 
tained that the dogs of Charles John- 
son, a negro, living at the Griffith- 
town settlement, near Middletown, 
were the guilty ones. They were all 
killed. _ .
